When .New Zealand’s Second All Blacks arrived at Twickenham, stately headquarters 
of the Rugby Union in Britain, on January 3, 1925, they had more reason to thirst 
for victory than any tourists before them. 

The next 80 minutes of suspense could see them achieve the golden dream of all tour- 
ing sides — an invincible record. 


No previous tuurista had left 
the British Isles with an un- 
beaten record. Dave Gallaher’s 
legendary ALL Blacks: of 1905 
hud come preciously near-—with 
just one defeat, 

Now the Sccond All Blacks 
were nearer that ail 
conquering record than any 
( urists before them, They 
had the remarkable record of 
having won alt 
played.
